Which ἰ5 trouble enough 
even if you don’t have kids, what 
with a nervous producer, a female 
star who needs encouragement to 
make the transition from films to 
Stage, a director who doesn't 
believe in the play and a deadline 
creeping up with alarming speed. 
But Travalian would be cand happy 
with only these troubles on his head, 
For his second wife, a pretty, loving 
and cheerful blonde French 
teacher, makes up her mind that she 
has had quite enough of him, and 
leaves him with the children she 
brought into his life from previous 
marital experiments. 

This is just the sort of challenge 
that should match the capabilities of 
an actor of Mr. Pacino's calibre, 
certainly one of the most gifted 
Stage and film talents to come up in 
the last [0 years, And, indeed, he 
proves equal to it. Never associated 
with comedy before, he takes it in 
his stride, delivers his lines sptendid- 
ly, and is particularly effective when 
seconded by a marvellous kid called 
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Eric Gurry (the owner of the 
matching nose) or by Dyan Cannon 
in one of her better cameos, as the 
Jay's star who has a brief affair 
with the author). 


THE SCRIPT, however, is more 
predictable than the acting. True, 
Horowitz gives a very accurate, fun- 
ny but also bitter picture of what 
oes on in the hectic pre-opening 
days of a Broadway show. Horowitz 
himself is a highly regarded 
playwright. with a long string of hits 
on Broadway and of{-Broadway; his 
Line holds the record for the longest 
running off-off Broadway show. So 
he should know everything about 
getting a play on the road. 

The rest, unfortunately, is too glib 
by half, Situations verge on the ab- 
surd: dialogue suffers from an acute 
case of Simonitis, so clever you 
won't hear anything like it outside 
the theatre; and the deus ex machina 
ending is just part of the whole spiel. 
That is, Travalian the lovesick hus- 
band, the blocked writer, the har- 
fied father, puts it all together in 
one night, and, in the eternal words 
of Melina Mercouri in Never on Sun- 
day, they will all be able to go Lo the 
beach, happily ever after. Or until he 
has to write another play and 
divorce another wife at the same 
time.

Alfred Hitchcock; [ sincerely 
believe he was one of the greatest 
filmmakers ever; but that still 
doesn’t make me flip with joy every 
time someone pays him a tribute, 

The trouble is that most of these 
tributes fall terribly short of the 
original. And this criticism applies 
to Roberi Benton's ἐπ the Sul of the 
Night. 

Benton has an impressive track 
record, there's no denying it. He 
was one of the highest pald 
scriptwriters in Hollywood follow- 
ing his success with Bonnie and 
Clyde; after two prestige achieve- 
ments as a director (in Bad Company 


and The Late Show) he blossomed ss " 


full-blown hit maker in Kramer 
versus Kramer. 

Writing with a sidekick, David 
Newman (who has also started 
directing on his own), and 
somelimes helped along by 
Newman's wife, Leslie, Benton has 
acquired a reputation for high 
professional standards, originality, 
and a healthy attitude towards the 


industry as such, Instead of fighting - 


the system, he has played by the 
rules, at least officially, while 
sneakily turning the tables 
whenever it suited his purposes. Bad 
Company was a tragic demystifica- 
tion of the glorious Western; The 
Late Show indicated a deep under- 
standing of the private-eye gonre, 
put to the test of changing fashions; 
and if Kramer versus Kramer was ἃ 
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Streep: Hitchcocklan blondness. 


tear-jerker, it was certainly one of 
the more intelligent of its type 
produced by Hollywood. 

After that blockbusting success, 
Benton decided to do a thriller. 
However, he chose a too-well- 
trodden path, with Hitchcock's 
footsteps faf too evident at every 
turn, and there are plenty of turns. 
The psychiatrist and the use of 
dreams to unravel mysteries remind 
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one of Spellbound: Jessica Tandy (as 
the clever mother of the 
protagonist) and a threatening, 
screaming bird send us back to The 
Birds; Meryl Streep's blondness is 
absolutely Hitchcockian; there is a 
belfry tale of death that is reminis- 
cent of Vertigo; a Peeping Tom se- 
quence is straight from The Rear 
Window... and so on. - 

One could point out similarities 
not only in detail but also in concep- 
tion; in the end one has an empty 
feeling of “So what?" 

Sure, the tale of the psychiatrist 
who tries to discover the identity of 
the killer who cut the throat of one 
of his patients is scary enough at 
times, Red herrings are included for 
our benefit — we feel inclined to at- 
tribute guilt withoul any real proof, 
and that's a typical Hilchcock trick; 
cutling is efficient enough to keep 
the audience tense and there is 
hardly any respite. 

But if one is emulating the Grand 
Master, one should al least do it 
thoroughly. Characters should be 
more than cardboard figures in a 
chess game, and the justification of 
their behaviour should sound better 
than poor excuses. For intance, ἃ 
shrink who has just gone through a 
divorce and is fascinated by the 
beauty of his late patient's mistress, 
can't help but get involved with her 
“because all my life 1 have been 
closing doors.”

Hitchcock movie isn't “who donc 
it?", for that is a mechanical 
problem, but whal happens once

If your idea of enterlainment isto 
be put in a state of anguish, then-this 
is a film for you. If, on the other 
hand, you expect to have something 
to lake home with you after the anx- 
iely, then it isn’t. a 
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DON'T TELL a soul, and touch 
wood, and keep your fingers cros- 
sed lest premature talk should 
provoke a jinx, but a wonderful 
thing happened this week:

SURELY Paul Taylor's Diggity, one 
of the new works presented by the 
gat-Dor Dance Company at the 
Jerusalem Theatre on December 16 
would have been better named Dog- 
εἰν. About 20 images of dogs, sit- 
ting or lying down, were scattered 
on stage. Around these, eight 
dancers frisked and frolicked in the 
whimsical, unpredictable way that 
Taylor affects. ἥ 

Anyone looking for a “story” in 
all the jumping, twisting, prancing, 
hopping, swinging and slithering, 
might have felt frustrated. But as 
sheer, 8 happy movement — with 
just one pensive duet — this was 
pure Taylor enjoyment set to utterly 
appropriate music that didn’t 
hesitate to be romantic. 

The custumes (by Alex Katz) 
were beautifully young — the boys 
in beige shirts and slacks, the girlsin 
pretty white dresses. One girl 
(somewhat plump for the garb) 
bounced about in pink panties and 
bra for some obscure reason, but it 
was one of Taylor's non-sequitur 
turns that one accepts gladly. 

Cliff Keuter's Women Song was 
cleverly placed after Diggity, its 
lyrical abstractions contrasting with 
Taylor “quips and cracks.”

"4IZE YOFFII" said a five-year 
old at the end of the morning per- 
formance of the Kibbutz Dance 
Company in the Jerusalem Theatre 
on December 13, Yehudit Arnon, 
director of the company, seeing the 
little ones wriggling and chattering 
before the show feared that moat 
might be too young to listen to her 
and watch the programme. 

She needn’t have worried. As 
soon as she began there was 8 


silence that adulls couldn't better, 
and throughout the performance, 
atlention was rivetted. Even when 
only a metronome accompanied the 
Noa Eshkol method of movement 
and when exercises — classical and 
modern — were explained and 
demonstrated, the children didh’t 
miss a thing. In excerpls or com- 
plete works, mostly lively and 
humorous, they laughed in the right 
places, sat solemn in the serious mo- 
ments. 

The only work not previously 
reviewed in these columns was 
Heda Oren's Walkie Tatkie (music: 
Moshe Kilon) — a charmingly clow- 
nish piece which showed we do not 
need lo import all our humour. 


KA) LOTHMAN, who directs a 
dance studio in Haifa and also 
teaches in Beersheba, would like 
regional companies in these areas. 
He says there is not enough artistic 
outlet for the dancers, from the 
schools, “1 should like to see israel 
dance like in the United States, 
Dancers still flock to New York but 
there are regional companies too.” 
About his dance school in Haifa he 
says that the municipality has been 
very good, but he points out that 
municipal and state help musi be 
given also to companies, “They can- 
not manage on private funds,” he 
says. 

Lothman, formerly 8 principal of 
the Royal Swedish Ballet and 
partner all over the world to the 
Brilish ballerina Beryl Grey, came 
‘to Israel several years ago, with Lia 
Schubert, to start a studio in Haifa. 
She left recently. He has stayed — 
but he gave up dancing before that. 
“[ didn’t want to be a papa dancing 
a prince,” he has said, 

Though himself trained in the 


Vuaganova und Cecchetti schools, he 
has no preference about methods — 
except good ones, The important 
thing is the approach. "Here in 
Israel we do a lot of R.A.D. (Royal 
Academy of Dunciug, London) syl- 
labus, and whether it is good or bad 
depends on the teacher. If the 
leaching is bad, it doesn't matter 
what the methad is," he says, 

He is thrilled by the experience in 
Beersheba in recent years, ‘In the 
past it wasn't a centre of dance, 
but there is a devoted director there 
now, Elisa Wolf, and she gets the 
boys to dance.” What is gratifying is 
that so many from oriental com- 
munities are beginning to under- 
stand the value of the discipline of 
dance, not only as artistic outlet but 
also from the athletic point of view. 

In his class in Beersheba, he has 
eight boys, an exceptional number 
in Israel, “And if patents thought 
their children could earn like 
Baryshnikov, they would be oven 
more ready to let their sons dance.” 
The trouble here is that after several 
years of training, boys go into the 
army, and afterwards it takes years 
to get back into form. 


SEVERAL PEOPLE have expres- 
sed concern to me about the 
resignation of the Batsheva Com- 
pany's artistic director, Moshe 
Romano, reported in these columns 
last week. In him, the company at 
last had an Israeli director, the first 
since its earliest years in the 1960's. 
Other companies — the Israel Bal- 
let, Bat-Dor, Kibbutz, Kol 
Demama, Inbal! — have had the 
same directors since their founding, 
but the Batsheva Company has 
gone through several changes. The 
causes should be thoroughly in- 
vestigated within the organization.)

PALESTINIAN theatre these days 
begins and ends with productions of 
Francois Abu Salem's “'El- 
Hakawati" (Story-teller) troupe. 

The El-Hakawati productions — 
vivid affairs that constantly cross 
the border into grotesquerie — are 
offered both locally and abroad, 
and depending on where they are 
staged they seem to have different 
aims. Locally, their purpose seems 
to be to startle, shake up, encourage 
and rouse an almost exclusively 
Arab audience. Abroad, the pur- 
pose is to show that the Palestinians 
under occupation have their own 
culture and so deserve various kinds 
of consideration. 

Especially when staging his plays 
at home, Abu Salem has his work 
cut out for him. His biggest problem 
isn’t with the Israeli censor, though 
the censor has been known to drag 
his feet before approving scripts, 
And Abu Salem can also usually 
find a hall, if he isn’t choosy — one

PERHAPS the main problem Abu 
Salem has had to deal with is the 
fact that although there might be a 
specifically Palestinian culture, 
there is no tradition of Arab theatre. 
His answer to this has been to take 
elements of local folk culture and of 
Arabic literature and try to use 
them with a didactic and dramatic 
point in sketches whose style is in- 
fluenced by Brecht and by com- 
media dell’arte.

Scheherazade. One reason Abu Salem 
chose to hark back to the classic 
myth is that every Arab knows it, 
and Abu Salem wants his work to be 
accessible, Those in his audience 
who have seen his previous plays 
are also more able to absorb this 
one since though technically am- 
bitious, it obviously carries on from 
where El-Hakawati’s last produc- 
tion, Mahjoob Mahjoob, \eft off. 
The 1001 Nights employs a larger 
stage, fancier costumes, and even 
tries some multi-media business 
with a slide projector, Some of these 
innovations come off successfully, 
others less. so. But they aren't the 
essence here. What is more impor- 
tant is that, as in Mahkjoob Mahjoob, 

the hero of the piece is again a 
young Palestinian, man-in-the- 
street, dumb but clever, gullible and 
rebellious. The actor who plays 
young Nassour now, Adnan 
Tarabsheh, also played Mahjoob 
last year. Again the Palestinian 
society he is caught in is shown to 
be twisted out of the shape by oc- 
cupation, superstition, collabora- 
tion, vainglory and self-pity. Again 
the theatrical style which insists on 
all this and puts it across depends on 
mugging, acrobatics, chanting and 
screeching. 

Yet The 1001 Nights in the Meat 
Market is an improvement over 
Mahjoob Mahjoob. \t achieves this 
fitfully in the realm of the technical 
and dramatic — Mahjoob Mahjoob 
was simpler and held together bet- 
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ter as theatre — and consistently in 
the story-line. While the hero only 
began rebelling in the last scenes, in 
The 1001 Nights his rebellion, at first 
accidental, comes before the inter- 
mission and leads to a much more 
explicit fight with the enemy, about 
whose identity there can be no 
doubt. He is described in an carly 
speech as “‘the Hakem, a military 
governor, 2 modern man (who) has 
moved us aside and... installed 
himself." 


THE HAKEM, this “magician 
governor’’ played by Radi 
Shahadeh in sinister silvery-black 
makeup, is meant Lo project menace 
and to embody evil, at least so far as 
any character can in a theatrical 
world where all the characters are 
more or less grotesque. About the 
Hakem and his magic there is not 
meant to be, at any rate, any of the 
ambiguity hanging over the Arab 
characters. Nassour, his grand- 
parents and girlfriend and the peo- 
ple of his village, are not only 
(wisted by their history and circum- 
stances. They are also capable of 
mutual help, determination and 
good humour, They are crippled, 
but unlike the Palestinians in Mah- 
joob, they are nol longer clearly 
their own worst enemies, 

True, the dawn breaks and the 
story-teller is silenced before Nas- 


sour can make much of his rebellion 
against the true enemy, Nassour 
fails, too,'in his search for an older 
person to teach and guide him. And 
yet he has — to the great applause 
of the Acre audience — downed the 
Hakem briefly with an accidental 
stone to the forehead. Nassour's 
grandmother, meanwhile, 
ridiculous as she sometimes sounds, 
has made a not entirely unconvinc- 
ing case for the magical powers of 
flying carpets as opposed to laser 
beams. [In one of the last scenes, 
Nassour stands sturdily on the stage, 
cutting nearly the kind of cliched 
revolutionary figure Abu Salem 
steers clear of, and waves an iniden- 
tifiable flag almost incitefully. 

On the whole, the response of the 
Acre audience to The [00] Nights, 
though attentive and appreciative, 
was less noisily enthusiastic and 
seemed less knowing than that of an 
audience in East Jerusalem last year 
to Mahjoob. Perhaps most of the 
Acre audience isn't as sophisticated 
and as politically primed as the 
Jerusalem one. Perhaps the current 
El-Hakawati production, while 
easier on the Palestinians, is harder 
lo follow dramatically in spite of its 
classic Arab form. > 

Or perhaps this year's destruction 
of the PLO in Lebanon, while not 
changing anything in the daily 
round. of Arabs in Israel and the 


West Bank, has again stunned that 
part of the population which in 
every generation pins some hope on 
politics and armed struggle. Abu 
Salem, off-stage, says that the 
events of the summer need not 
necessarily be judged a defeat for 
the PLO and the Palestinians. Still, 


- it seems that the main question is 


whether or not any play of his can 
boost the morale of his local Arab 
audience, 

As for putting on The [00] Nights 
in the Meat Market for a Jewish 
Isracli audience, the director says 
this might be done soon in Haifa or 
Tel Aviv. It depends on the out- 
come of talks with several Esracil 
companies, and especially on 
whether the members of Εἰ- 
Hakawati are convinced thal they 
can perform before Jews without 
damaging their reputation among 


their own people. Abu Salem. 
_ doesn't want to be perceived as ped- 


dling folklore to the enemy, and he 
is aware of the danger of what 
American radicals used lo call a 
comparatively-liberal society's 
“repressive tolerance.” 

If, however, the negotiations end 
well, and if Abu Salem: and his ac- 
lors, actresses and musi¢ians decide 
that to invade Tel Aviv or Haifa is 
worthwhile, Jewish audiences will 


have a chance to see some pene

ZVI HECKER is an architect who, 
in past exhibitions, has promoted 
his environmental ideas inta ex- 
planatory drawings and bronze 
sculptures, [n both cases the images 
he pronounced were controlled by 
the tetrahedron as ἃ building 
module. 

Now, the solid geometric module 
used as the prima pictorial element 
has been replaced by an indepen- 
dent, fluid, painterly abstraction, 
The works are all in mixed-media 
on paper, vertically composed — 
and ali designed in a similar fashion, 
Using three levels, the picture base 
shows combined Islamic architec- 
tural motifs (calligraphic script, fil- 
ligree screens, arches, arabesques, 
vaulting and geometric designs) on 
top on which Hecker freely brushes 
toned washes while following 
several contours of the printed 
Islamic themes. The third level, the 
strongest, is a flurry of full-spectrum 
colour that covers the first two. 
layers with heavy pigment and 
sharp, opaque hues thal seem to 
battle for visual supremacy. Hecker 
controls his: “action” painting by 
preserving the architectural essence 
of his trade, Planular shapes, drawn 
in perspective and made to look like 
renderings of. soaring skyscrapers, 
become flattened facades with 


linear outlines that elucidate and .- 


embellish the Islamic backdrop. 
Hecker's approach is an attempt 

to marry opposites, But whatever he 

does as a fine artist he always main-

tains a crispness and clarity. In the 
current works, for all the bravado 
and “self-expression,” the vertical 
and horizontal lines are sound and 
sure, punctuated and calculated to 
hold the free strokes and sharp 
angles in tow. As long as Hecker re- 
tains the “constructive” undercur- 
rents, his work will continue to be 
archetectonic by nature and never 
reach out for a purity of its own. But 
in this show, Hecker has made a 
move towards achieving that goal.

Only the Italians have managed 
to suffer the losses, regroup, and 
survive intact, The reasons for this 
are not entirely clear: talent, diver- 
sty and tradition, surely; but the 
French, too, have an abundance of 
those.

Under the dictator Rakosi, Mil- 
terrand recalls, Kadar was minister 
of the interior. He cajoled Laszlo 
Rajk ( a Communist leader), by a 
mixture of promises and threats, to 
make a confession of political sins 
he had not committed. The promise 
was thal Rajk would be allowed to 
Tetire to peaceful seclusion in a 
dacha on the Black Sea. 

Instead Rakosi had him.executed. 
Kadar fainted when he heard the 
news. He was himself arrested in his 
turn and tortured. He was only 
released when Rakesi fell. Imre 
Nagy took over, with Kadar at his 
side as Secretary-General of the 
party. 

Nagy tried to liberalize the 
regime, and was on the point of 
proclaiming Hungary’s neutrality as 
between NATO and the Warsaw 
Pact, Khrushchev sent in the troops.. 
“Nagy was arrested and hanged,” 
Mitterrand goes on. “The man who 
took his place, judged him and con- 
demned him was — Kadar.” 

And here comes the paradox: 
Kadar is considered by right- 
thinking people today the best and 
most decent head of state in the 
Soviet bloc. He had himself 
liberalized the regime in his 
country. He asked Mitterrand what 
he ‘thinks is more terrible, to have 
been tortured by ‘his enomies 
(Horthy)’or by his friends (Rakosi).

TERROR! THE WEST FIGHTS

WHEN the western world is at- 
tacked by terrorists il fights back, 
say Christopher Dobson and 
Ronald Payne in their study on the 
elite anti-terror squads of Britain, 
the U.S., Israel, the Federal 
Republic of Germany, the 
Netherlands, France, [taly and 
Spain. 


The two authors, who also wrote 
The Weapons of Terror, present 
an uneven view of the history, 
techniques and achievements of the 
units formed to counter terrorism. 

Each of the countries has its own 
conditions and traditions which 
have shaped their forces, and these 
are clearly described, Since the 
specific missions these units en- 
counter are similar, the size of the 
units, their training, and the 
methods they employ are also 
similar. 

Exchange of information between 
units of the various countries is 
common, but since Roy Farran was 
a hero of Britain's Special Air Ser- 
vice Regiment, and since the SAS 
still’ plays a role in protecting the 
rulers of a number of Arab states, 
relations belween Isrnel's anti- 
terrorist units and its British 
counterpart is conducted through 
the Germans.

The Jew's struggle with his iden- 
tity in the shadow of the Holocaust 
is also glimpsed in the section from 
Arthur A, Cohen's forthcoming 
novel included in the magazine. 
Here, the memory of the endearing, 
religious Uncle Salomon leaves its 
(ambivalent) imprint on the young 
German-Jewish heroine, She carries

The Jew in the cellar attempts to 
make sense of the absurd world of 
Western civilization that has formed 
him and excluded him; he plays a 
game to integrate the two sides of 
himself.
